ed by leading and prominent Demo- 
crats from every p irt of the State, be 
turned a de,uf ear to the application and 
claims of a gentleman who for twenty 
years has served the party iu this State 
and spent a large fortune to promote 
ita interests, and who is iu every 
respect eminently qualifioci to discharge 
the duties of the office, and gave the ap- 
pomtm'ent to one who has never ren- 
dered the party any service whatever, 
arid who has no political following or 
influence. 
It may be that our Hoc 


Senator, in the liberality of his heart, 
which is proverbial, took advantage ol 
the situation to pay the appointee for 
services be bad rendered him in the ca- 
pacity of Private Secretary.

WHAT HAM IHBEIV DONE. 


The Times-Eeview sums up the situa- 


tion as follows: 


The greatest dissatisfaction expressed 


against Mr. Cleveland's administration 
so far has emanated frooii the disappoint- 
ed place-hunters in iiis own party. 
There is no denying the fact that the 
President's course has been such as to 
command the respect of the better ele- 
ments throughout the country and his 
administration inay be safely designated, 
in general terms, as a t,uccess. In the 
Treasury Department, it has corrected 
important revenue decisions and prac- 
tices, and is working at the undervalua- 
tion of imports; it has cleaned the 
diunkards out of the Coast Survey; it 
has recovered some of the gold that 
New York bant a have been sucking 
from the reserve; it has ordered the 
whisky interests to pay up aud notified 
all revenue officials to reduce their risks 
and turn in their cash. In the War 
Department it has ordered the Lieuten- 
ant Geper«l to tjie plains to investigate 
the Indian problem at a sore spot, and 
has broken the social control of tb.e ex- 
ecutive favor towards pets and parlor 
officers, by establishing rotation m de- 
tails to special duty. Iu the Navy De- 
partment, it has bet'ii balding coutiact- 
orB to their agreement and will now 
complete the new eru'spr* accoiding to 
contract. In the Interior Department 
it has ordered trespassers and fences 
from tho public lands, restored to the 
Indians their reservations in Diikola 
and tkttir cattle ranges in Indian IVrri- 
tory, and sounded u general nlarm that 
the land hharktt must go. The Post- 
master General is not to be bullied by 
the steamship companies. There bus 
been no oleau sweep of office, the ma- 
jority holding their present 
places. 


There are, of course, some looul com- 
plaints. The silver producing States 
and Territories feel that the Premdent 
has not done what was expected of him 
in regard to the silver interest or what 
the platform upon which be was elected 
gave them the right to expect. 
The 


manner in which tho President has car- 
ried out his pledges in other respects, 
however, justify the hope, that upon 
the main issue of this question, he will 
disappoint the gold bugs more bitterly 
than he has the silver uien upon sub 
sidiary matters. 
Let him do this, and

Arizonn C'urtle 


The San Francisco Call says: 
The stockmen who have been driven 


from the Indian Territory, and others 
who find the pastures of Wyoming aud 
Colorado growing too nuriow for their 
range, are seeking new field*. The 
railroad company is encouraging their 
migration to Nevada by offering them 
lands in that State for sale or lease in 
tracts laid out with a view to the ne- 
cessities of the cattlemen. The school 
lands of Nevada have also been so rap- 
idly taken up lately that the price baa 
been raised from $1 25 to $2 50 per 
acre, at which figure it is thought all 
the lands can ultimately be disposed of. 
Arizona is also taking steps to call in 
the cattle barons. 
At present there arc 


about 300,000 head of cattle in the Ter- 
litory, but room could be made for 
5,000,000 by providing the ranges with 
a suitable water supply. A commission 
appointed to exnminu uud report upon 
artesiun walls in Cochise county find 
that sufficient water has been obtained 
in that way to water at least 30,000 cat- 
tle, besides affording sufficient irriga- 
tion to maintain the gardens that tne 
population attending to 
thir» 
stock 


would require. The running streams 
of Arizona are ie>!f and far between, ami 
as cattle cannot graze more than six or 
seven miles from water, vast ranges be- 
yond limits are unavailable until supplied 
with water, although the granges are in 
abundant supply. Besides the resort to 
artesian wells, there is a possibility of 
largely incieaeiug the area of irrigated 
lands by the construction of ditches for 
carrying the water of the mountain 
streams over the plains. The ranges of 
Arizona are estimated to cover nearly 
40,000,000 acres of good grazing land, 
much of which would be also available 
for agricultural purposer if irrigated 
This, ef course, would lequire much 
more elaborate works than would be 
to provide the requisite water for stock, 
but the experience of Cocbiae county 
indicates that the grazing possibilities 
of the Territory may bt> extensively de- 
veloped without overmuch expenditure 
of time or DOODHV.
